Here isa 
once very useful in society, ur 
comes and he gefs in his equipage and hi a 
on; he fiery f 
and faster, eight miles t! 
the hour, one “hundred miles the hour, faster 
and faster, until in moments he rou ses 
up to find that he is drawn by the fiery 
of eternal disaster as they come racke 
down on the pavementof hell. O, young man, 
or man in mid-life! you want God in your 
great success, your first great success. 

Another tremendous pass in our life is when 
we get our first sorrow. It would be foolish for 
me to talk to the young men of this day as 
though their life was going to be smooth all the 
way. You might as well start a sea captain in 
a vessel without a carpenter, and without any 
tools, and without any cordage. That would do 
very well while the sea was singoth, hut When 
the ship gots caught tu The teeth of a north- 
easter, and the waves dash clear over the hur- 
ricane deck, then the captain cries out, 
“Where’s the carpenter? Where are the tools?

THE BURMESE ARMY. 

Mr. Minard Cammell describes as follows. in 
the London Times, a review by King Thebaw 
at Mandalay of some six thousand of the treops 
constituting the flower of his army: 

3 the time the troops were assembling, 
the air was filled with the sound of gongs and 
bells, most sweet ;taned, some with a high.
